This proper 
ty or rather the land in this area 
figures in the third settlement 
made in Northfield and was part of 
lot No. 16 of Jacob Root and was 
20 rods wide. On June 24, 1717 
Jacob Root then of Hebron, Conn. 
sells his home lot and 80 acres at 
meadow to Eleizur Wright of 
Northampton. Jane 15, 1725 Lt 
Wright exchanges this for the 
Joseph Root lot with Jona Belding, 
who held it during his life. After 
1795’ 4% acres of the north part 
was sold to James Darling, who 
sold it to Timothy Dutton and the 
same became the homestead of 
Deacon Samuel Dutton who 
built the present house in 1835. 

The Congregational 
Society acquired land at the north- 
west corner of the Dutton lot and 
built a meeting house in 1829. 
This was ‘remodeled in 1849 and 
was later destroyed by fire. This 
building. stood on the present site 
of Spencer Bros. Garage. 

The Dutton. house ‘remained for 
many years in the family and re- 
cently purchased by Mr. Spencer 
was extensively _ remod and 
many unsightly features about the 
grounds were removed. Today it

Selected As Moderator 
Of Presbyterian Church 


Well Known Here 


Rev. Dr. John McDowell of New 
York City and very well known in 
Northfield among the summer con- 
ference constituency has been 
chosen as moderator of the Pres- 
byterian Charch in America. 

The new moderator of the Pres 
byterian church was born at Dairy, 
Scot., September 24, 1870, the son 
ofa miner, and came to this coun- 
34 as a ama! |boy with his parents. 

ey settled in Penhasivesin and, 
while working as a breaker boy in 
a Pennayl a coal mine, young 
McDowell lost an arm. This acci- 
dent ended his mine work and 
through the help of church people 
he was sent, in 1885 to nt 
Hermon school at East Northfield. 

Dr. McDowell worked his way 
through Mount Hermon and be- 
cause of his brightness, eagerness 
and personality won the friendship 
t L. Moody, the great 
evange and founder of the 
school. On completing his course at 
Mount Hermon in 1890 Dr. Mc- 
Dowell went to Princeton univer 
sity earning his own way and grad- 
uating in 1594. He at once entered 
the theological seminary at Prince- 
ton and graduated in 1896. He re- 
ceived his degree of doctor of di- 
vinity from Wooster college in 


| 1915 and from Princeton in 1916. 


Ordained to the Presbyterian 
ministry on his graduation from 
the theological seminary he first 
served as pastor at Steelton, Pa. 
On June 2, 1897 he was married to 
Miss Minnie M. Fowler of Stony 
Point, N. Y. This was a Northfield 
romance, she having been a stu- 
dent at the Northfield seminary 
for girls while he was at Mount 
Hermon school for boys. Two years 
later the young couple moved to 
Detroit, where Dr. McDowell 
served as pastor of the Second- 
avenue Presyterian church until 
1905, when he went to the Park 
church at Newark, N. J. In 1915 
he left this church to become 
tor of Brown Memorial church at 
Baltimore, Md., where he served 
until 1919 when he was. elected 
secretary of the board of national 
missions of the denomination. He 
has held that position since. Dr. 
McDowell is also secretary of the 
commission on social and  indus- 
trial relations of the same board 
and president of the home mis- 
sions council. From 1917 to 1918 
he was in Y. M. C. A., work as re- 
ligious work director for war in- 
dustry in the New York area. He 
is the author of several books and 
also pamphlets on sociological and 
religious subjects.
